New Law on'
Vet Income
Explained

The new law liberalizing
veterans’ pensions and pro-
viding many increases to
most pensioners, including
widows and children, be-
comes effective Jan. 1, 1965
Mort Webster, manager of
VA's Southern California Re-
gional Office, has announced

The law also liberalizes the
definition of “income” which
veterans or their dependents
may receive and still be eli-
gible for pension,

Although pension recipi-
ents will have to report all of
their annual income, as in the
past, the VA will allow cer-
tain monies to be excluded
when figuring whether or not
the pensioner falls within al-
Jowable income limits for
pension eligibility, Webster
said

These allowable exclusions,
added by the new law, which
will be deducted from the to-
tal income reported by the
pension recipients, include
